EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE REPORT 


Duzing the eighteen months between this and the previous con- 
vention the Executive Committee held four sessions. The committee 
also met in joint session with a representative group of pastors and 
laymen to make plans for the campaign for the Ministerial Pensions 
and Relief Fund.

We sent out report blanks to éach pas- 
torate on or about December 20, 1927, requesting that all Parochial 
Reports should reach the Statistical Secretary on or before February 
1, 1928.
